WHEREAS, This honorable Board of Aldermen of the City of St. Louis has been

apprised of the upcoming festivities planned to honor the many years of service and

contributions of Fire Chief Sherman George; and

WHEREAS, Chief George was appointed as this City’s first African-American Fire

Chief under the administration of Mayor Clarence Harmon in November of 1999 thus

making history due to Chief George’s many years of stellar service to this city; and   

WHEREAS, Joining the St. Louis Fire Department in November of 1967, Chief

George has served this community as a fire fighter for soon to be 40 years, and  under

the leadership of Fire Chief George, the St. Louis Fire Department has excelled as one of

the country’s finest fire departments; and

WHEREAS, Chief George has made it a part of his duties to personally attend

and support numerous community festivals, functions, trainings and activities, to assist

in community emergency training and fire prevention efforts and implement programs

and services to help the indigent and the elderly above and beyond the call of duty; and

WHEREAS, During these lean years of the city’s budgetary problems, Chief

George has actively sought out and secured numerous private donations and public

grants to not only continue the present fine level of service to the City but to expand

several areas while other city departments had to cut back services; and

WHEREAS, Chief George has served on many commissions and boards; was an

instructor at the St. Louis Fire Academy; was an adjunct instructor Carl Holmes

Executive Institute at Florida A & M; was a sergeant in the United States Army; attended

the John F. Kennedy School of Government at Harvard University; and has received

numerous awards and commendations too extensive to be enumerated in this one

resolution.
